Bbrlih, June 16.— The Emperor Wil- 
liam 11. has issued tlio following general 
order to the army: "While the army lias 
only juat discarded the outward signs of 
mourning for thu Emperor William [., 
my revered grandfather, whose memory 
will ever live in all hearts, it has Buffered 
a fresh and heavy blow by the death of 
my warmly loved father. This is indeed 
a serious and sorrowful time, in which 
Clod's decree places me at the head of the 
army, lfc is from a deeply moved heart 1 
address my liist words to my army, but 
the confidence with which I step into the 
place which God wills mo, is immovably 
strong, fur I know what soiihu of honor 
and duty my glorious ancestors have im- 
planted in the army, and 1 knew in how- 
great a measure this feeling has always at 
all tiiuo3 been manifested in the army. A 
firm, inviolable attachment to the war 
lord is a heritage banded down from 
father Lo son for generations, and in t he 
same way 1 refer you to my good father 
who stands fresh in all your memories as 
tiie personification of a glorious and 
venerable war lord, such as could 
not be more finely conceived in a 
form more speaking to the heart. 1 refer 
you to my loved father who, as Crown 
Prince, has already won a place of honor 
in the annals of the army, and to a long 
line of glorious ancestors, whose names 
shine brightly in history and whose hearts 
beat warmly for the army. Thus we 
belong to each other, I and the army. 
Thus we were born for one another; and 
thus we will stand together in an indis- 
soluble bond in peace or storm, as God 
may will. You may now take the oath of 
fidelity and obedience to me, and 1 swear 
ever to remember that the eyes of my 
ancestors look down on luofrom the other 
world, and that 1 shall one day have to 
render an account to, them of the glory 
and honor of the army. "William." 
THE ADDRESS TO THE NAVV. 

Emperor William II issued the follow- 
ing general order to tbo navy : I have to 
inform tho navy with a deeply moved 
heart that my beloved father, Emperor of 
Germany and King of Prussia, Frederick 
HI, departed this life peacefully in the 
Lord, and that L, stepping into the place 
assigned me by God's will, have assumed 
the government of tho land falling to mo 
by hereditary right, and therewith take 
chief command of the navy, It is indeed 
a profoundly grave period in which I ad- 
dress my lirst words to a navy which has 
only just ceased wearing tho outward signs 
of mourning for my ovor-to-bo-remetnber- 
ed and beloved grandfather, Emperor 
William 1, who only hist year, during his 
presence at Kiel, expressed in the warm- 
est words the lively satisfaction and ap- 
preciation of the development of the navy 
under his glorious government. The 
Hags aro already lowered for my 
much beloved father who so greatly 
mib jioliui hilu |jio S idaa oi uio iirfvy. 'i in, 
a time of deep and sincere mourning 
chastises and fortifies men's hearts. Thus 
we shall look confidently to the future, 
faithfully preserving in our hearts tbo 
memory of. my grandfather and father. 
The navy knows that not only does it give 
me groat joy to bolong to it by an exter- 
nal bond, but since my earliest youth a 
warm and lively interest has, in complete 
sympathy with my dear brother, Prince 
Henry, united me with the navy. I have 
learned to appreciate tho high sense of 
honor and tho faithful fulfilment of duty 
prevailing- in the navy. I know every 
member of the navy is prepared to joy- 
fully give his lifo for tho honor of tho 
German government, whenever it may 
bu. Thus in this sad hour 1 
can say in all confidence, we 
shall stand together firmly in good and 
evil days, in storm as well as sunshine, 
ever remembering tho glory of tho Ger- 
man Fatherland, over prepared to shed 
their blood for the honor of Germany and 
God's blessing will bo with us.

Sympathy Wllh Germany. 



The public mooting called by the mayor 
on the strength of a requisition of rate- 
payers to consider the action of tho com- 
mittee in tho selection of the Jubilee 
Hospital site, was held in the city hall 
last evening, Among those present were 
Senator Macdonald, Ex-Mayor Fell, li. 
W. Pearse, Rev. Dr. Raid, Rev. D. Fra- 
sor, Sheriff McMillan, Mayor Grant, 0. 
Booth, Aid. Coughlan, J. McLaughlin, 
Win. SVilsuu, Chas. Hay ward, L. Good- 
acre, Aid. Powell, P. Sumniorfield, N. 
Shakespeare and many others. 

Mayor Grant was appointed to tho 
chair and said tho meeting was. called on 
tho strength of a requisition to the mayor 
and board of aldermen. Anyone having 
views on the subject could stop forward 
and state them. 

Rev. Mr. Fraser said he had been 
called upon to move a resolution. 
He was not used to matters of this kind, 
but it had been thought best to move tho 
resolution as it had been said that the site 
on the Richmond road was selected by 
the ministers. The matter was a very 
important one and required careful con- 
sideration. He said the success of the 
institution would bo materially interfered 
with. There is a strong objection to tho 
institution being out in tho country, bo- 
cause an institution closer at hand would 
be taken lirst. Mr. Fraser then spoke of 
several objections, stating his views in a 
concise manner and showing that if the 
institution is erected two miles out ill the 
country it will not bo patronized. The 
revenue, in that case, would be reduced 
to a minimum. It is admitted even by 
those who are in favor of retaining the 
site on the Richmond road that 
the cost, of erection will be greater, 
1 1 was said on t ho other hand that the 
town will grow. Well, he hoped it would, 
but if the hospital was built at Cadboro 
Bay it would not be any more centrally 
located. Some said if a hospital was built 
in the city it would be a pest. 'Phis was 
not so, for nearly the entire board of 
physicians did not think that way. Mr. 
Fraser moved the following resolution. 

"That this meeting, while acknowledg- 
ing the valuable services of the committee 
of subscribers in raising funds to meet the 
government grant for building a Jubilee 
Hospital, is of the opinion that the site 
chosen by the committee as infer- 
ior to some others that might 
be obtained; on account, first, of its dis- 
tance from the centre of population, on- 
tailing in many cases increased suffering 
and danger to patients, practical exclusion 
from tho institution and inconvenience to 
medical attendants and friends; secondly, 
of tho increased cost of erection and main- 
tenance; and thirdly, on account of tho 
difficulty and uncertainty of water supply 
and drainage. 

It is further of opinion that the Royal 
Hospital site is free in a great measure 
from the above objections, of sufficient 
extent and commanding situation; not 
inferior but probably superior in respect 
of salubrity; and in a city of gardens and 
orchards within no measurable distance of 
tho danger of overcrowding, is a prefer- 
able site for a jubilee hospital to that on 
the Richmond Road. 

That the sacrifice of the latter site in 
favor of some other convenient to tho 
city, would entail no additional financial 
obligation on the committee of subscrib- 
ers, but rather the contrary, on_ account 
above." 

Senator Macdonald said that after tho 
ideas and lucid explanation given by Mr. 
Fraser, there was very little for him to 
say. Ho took groat pleasure in second- 
ing the resolution. In doing so he did 
not wish it to be understood that ho 
cast any reflection or blame on the com- 
mittee for the site they had selected 
On tho contrary he considered that thoy 
deserve much praise for the time and at- 
tention given to tho matter. The selec- 
tion of the site was an error of judgment. 
The meeting was called so that thoso who 
desired might express their opinions on 
fcliis matter, which is ono of groat impor- 
tance. No doubt those present would bo 
asked why this objection was not taken 
earlier. Tho answer to that is, that the 
Ministerial Association which moved in 
the matter has only boon formed recently. 
Very likely they would be told 
that the government approved of the 
proposed site. That is very true, the 
did sanction the action of tho committee, 
not wishing to take the business out of 
their hands, but the speaker boliovod 
and was perfectly justified in saying that 
tho government is now quite open to re- 
consider the question of site.

at this late hour, some objected to it. 
He was surprised to see men who wow 
considered to have intelligent minds act- 
ing in this manner. He thought the con- 
temptible methods adopted by anony- 
mous scribblers to tho press, infamous.

Why had 
not objections been made boforo 'I 
lie considered the passing of the 
resolution would bo the most 
effective means of killing tlio hospital and 
ho could not understand why tho govern- 
ment should turn deliberately round after 
everything had been settled and say they 
would agree with the resolutions. He 
referred to Montreal in 1820, before his 
time, certainly, but when the hospitals 
were erected there they wore in what we 
call the suburbs; now the city had grown 
around them. All knew that Sir Donald 
Smith and Sir George Stephen had given 
large sums of money for the erection of a 
new hospital in the park. Objections 
were made to this from a sanitary point 
of view and the people wanted it built in 
the suburbs. 

Aid. Powell said he was not a moss- 
back, but ho might be if ho remained here 
for twenty years like some of them. 
He would vote for the resolution as road, 
and as for tho opinion that the whole 
matter would fall to the ground, it was all 
nonsense. He thought, too, that the 
citizens of Victoria would have a great 
deal to thank the Ministerial Association 
for in years to come. 

Mr. Chudloy thought it was an injustice 
on the part of those who objected at this 
late hour to thoso who had labored so 
hard for tho past eighteen months. The 
work had gone on well and every arrange- 
ment was made, and now they had to stop 
short. All had a right to change their 
views with the circumstances which might 
arise. Mr. Chudloy then read a few ox- 
tracts from the minutes of a previous 
meeting, showing that those gentlemen 
who had to do with the resolutions road at 
this meeting wore part and parcel 
of the resolutions passed at the 
previous meeting, recommending the 
purchase of the site and other arrange- 
ments. He could inform Senator Mac- 
donald, for whom he had the greatost 
respect as a public man and citizen, that, 
he had no personal feeling in this matter; 
Mr. Macdonald had accused him of being 
to blamo for certain irregularities. He 
had no intention of entering into news- 
paper controversy, but he would leave the 
public to judgo between his actions and 
those of Mr. Macdonald. 

Senator Macdonald rose and, with some 
warmth, denied Mr. Chudley's statement, 
and said if ho (Mr. Chudloy) was in tho 
habit of writing lies ho was not. 

Mr. Chudley rose to explain, and said 

this was not a personal matter with him, 
but as that gontleman had accused him of 
telling lies, ho would throw it back at 
him. He was a hard working man, 
he worked with both his hands and his 
brains and his and tho senator's paths lie 
far from one another, but when the gen- 
tleman offered him a direot insult and 
touched his personal dignity he would tell 
him it was a cowardly action and he would 
throw it back in his face.

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THE HOSPITAL SITE. 



At tho opening of the public meeting 
held last evening to discuss tho Jubilee 
Hospital site there were about one hundred 
citizens present, which number was grad- 
ually increased until at 9 o'clock there were 
over one hundred and fifty. On the first 
resolution the speakers in its favor had it 
altogether their own way, thore seeming 
to be a lack of interest in the matter. The 
resolution carriud with but few dissenting 
voices. There was considerable discussion 
cm tho second resolution, for and against, 
but it waa finally carried. The mutter 
will be brought before the several com- 
mittees and tho provincial government 
for their further consideration. No al- 
ternative site was proposed to take the 
place of that on Oadboro Bay road, ex- 
cept the present Royal Hospital site, to 
which there was much serious objection 
raised in the general committee by gentle- 
men of undoubted ability and knowledge. 
Hence the question is in tho same posi- 
tion, so far as the recent movement is 
concerned, as it was when the two iitos 
were discussed in committee. Tho gen- 
tlemon who now have practical direction 
of the business, and who composed the 
committee which sought long and vainly 
for a better location than that selected on 
Cadboro Bay road would, perhaps, even 
at this Into hour tako into favorable con- 
sideration a site within convenient am- 
tanco, even though it might be loss 
favorable otherwiso than that on Cadboro 
Bay road. But up to the present none 
has been suggested to them. It is trusted 
that this momentous question will be 
settled without ill-feeling being engen- 
dered, so that there may be a united and 
generous support to the institution, when 
it has been finally established. The pre- 
sent directorate and committee and the 
general committee were animated from 
the beginning by a strong de- 
sire to do that which would 
prove of tho greatest bonetit, and they 
have pursued a fair, reasonable and 
business-like courae. As before stated, 
even at this, almost the twelfth hour, if 
an alternative and suitable site, other 
than the condemned Royal hospital 
grounds, was submitted, wo have no doubt 
that tho gentlemen who now have been 
given charge of the whole matter, would 
be willing to reconsider the presont choice. 
Whatever is done should bo done prompt- 
ly, so that the work of construction may 

proceed. 

THE LICENSING SYSTEM. 
After numerous unsuccessful attempts,

will favor his petition, Mid the thing is 
done, notwithstanding that those who aro 
directly interested in the neighborhood 
may strongly disapprove of such issuance 
of the license. A radical change must be 
made in the system of granting licenses, 
and the most reasonable prac- 
tice would be the appointinenc 
of a yearly board of commissioners 
by the provincial government or by the 
cmc council. Tho power of granting 
licenses might be vested in the alder- 
manic board, though such a course would 
be open to greater objection than a board 
of three commissioners, for the latter 
would not be subjected to any political 
influence. Whichever system may bo 
adopted, it is of tho greatest desirability 
that a more responsible licensing board 
should be selected than that which, in 
some cases, is actually chosen by the ap- 
plicant or the counsel in his behalf. 

VICTORIA DISTRICT. 

The touters of tho Opposition are in tho 
fiold buttonholing electors to din into 
their ears tales of the odtimable qualities 
of their candidate, and painting in lively 
colors the advantages to tlow from his 
return to parliament.

The "old 
hands" knew that all these professions 
are unmitigated rubbish; that Mr. Mcll- 
moyl did so little for tho district during 
the four years ho sat for it, that when his 
claims were submitted to the test of a gen- 
eral election he wus overwhelmingly de- 
feated. Republics aro said to bo ungrate- 
ful; governments have been credited with 
the same failing; but tho constituency of 
Victoria district has never laid itself open 
to that charge. It has invariably reward- 
ed the representatives who served it well 
with a re-election if they desired it, and 
iu view of the important public services 
of Mr. John, the late member, not a man 
among those who twice carried him to 
victory murmured at his acceptance of 
office. No matter what his friends may say, 
Mr. Mcllmoyl has been tried and found 
wanting; weighed in the balance and 
found short. When in the Houso he 
gave a slavish support to the Walkem 
ministry long after he must have known 
that that government had lost the confi- 
dence of the country. It is useless at this 
timo for Mr. Mcllmoyl to tell the electors 
that he is standing independent of party;

How- 
ever, by persistency of effort, Mr. tee 
has found a bench of magistratos who 
havo looked upon his application with 
favor. We do not moan to say that Mr. 
Fee is not a lit and proper person to re- 
ceive a license, for he is a worthy citi/.on, 
and will undoubtedly exorcise his 
privilege with due discretion. But in 
view of the fact that almost every rate- 
payer in that neighborhood, irrespective 
of creed or profession, requested that the 
license be not granted, and also from the 
fact that other licensing boards had ad- 
mitted the reasonableness and justness of 
the prayer of the petition, wo think that 
the licensing court of Friday last did not 
act in the public interest in granting the 
license. If this precedent of dealing with 
the difficult question of liquor licenses is 
to be followed, wo may expect to see li- 
censes asked for and granted for every 
residential portion of tho city, irrespect- 
ive of the fact that tho great majority of 
ratepayers aro opposed to such a practice, 
This recent opposition to the expressed 
wishes of tho residents of a district nat- 
urally calls forth the quory, whether 
the present system of granting liquor 
licenses is a satisfactory or propor one ? 
We think not. All that an applicant for 
a license has to do ia to hunt up a suf-

the reins. Mr. Mcllmoyl re-echoed the 
"Fight Canada" cry of the Walkem-Beaven 
government. Mr. Smithe, like Lord 
Beuconslield at the Berlin Congress, 
secured "peace with honor." Mr. 
Mcllmolyl voted to have the pro- 
vince build and sustain the dry- 
dock. Mr. Smithe threw tho burthen 
of construction and maintenance on the 
Dominion Government and thus averted a 
grave financial disastor. Mr. Mcllmoyl 
refused to listen to any terms of compro- 
mise for tho construction of the Island 
railway. Mr. Smithe accepted a reason- 
able compromise and secured the con- 
struction of the line. Mr. Mcllmoyl vot- 
ed for an assessme nt act which made taxes 
delinquent in March of each year, added 
25 per cent, to tho original amount and 18 
per cent, interest on the both amounts, 
churgeable from the day when tho taxes 
first became delinquent, making in all a 
penalty of 43 per cent. ! This last pro- 
vision bore with peculiar severity on the 
constituency of Victoria district— especi- 
ally upon those who in 1870 were en- 
deavoiv_ e t0 calT o farms out of the green 
timb«r with which at that time the penin- 
sula was ae.. ,, lothed _ Jf M _ McU . 
uioyl is capable ^ 
aside for the good of i& [J ibaetnt l 
when the bill referred to was b_ffJK . ' 
legislature wus tho time for him to have 
revolted and refused to support a measure 
fraught with such evil consequonces 
to the whole farming community. A word 
of remonstrance fromMr. Mcllmoyl would 
have spared the country the infliction. 
Tho government of the day would h»e 
listened to tho indignant protest of sup 
porters. But the protest was not entered 
and tho bill passed in spite of tho efforts 
of the minority led by Mr. Smithe. The 
rejection of Mr. Tolmie (of which, hap- 
pily, there is no fear) would bo calamitous 
for tho district, while it would not alfect 
the standing of the government at all. 
The government has 1!) members in a 
house of 27. Take one away and IK 
would Btill be there to sustain the gov- 
ernment. Tho effect of a divided repre- 
sentation, with Mr. Anderson striving to 
advance the district's interests and Mr. 
Mcllmoyl clogging his efforts by oppos- 
ing overy move he might make, 
would be disastrous. Tho electors of 
Victoria district do not want n divided 
representation— one representative pulling 
in one direction and the other in another. 
No circumstance could be more disastrous 
to the district. The plain duty of the 
electors is to send Mr. Tolmie to 
strengthen Mr. Anderson's hands; 
Mr. Mcllmoyl to woakun them. As for 
tho "independent" professions of the Op- 
position candidate, they are as worthless 
as the principles he advocated when in the 
legislature. They amount to nothing. 
The position he has assumed in tho 
present canvass is taken with the full con- 
sent of tho Opposition.

LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR McLELAN. 

A dospatch from Ottawa to The Colon- 
ist announced yesterday morning that 
the Hon. Archibald Woodbury MoLelan 
had been appointed Lieutenant-Governor 
of his native Province of Nova Scotia, — 
to date from ,J uly 9th next. Mr. MoLelan 
was born at Londonderry, Nova Scotia, 
in 1824, so that it will bo soon ha is verg- 
ing on to the number of yours allotted to 
man hero below. His first appearance in 
publio life was as tho reproaontativo of 
Colchestor in the Nova Scotia Assembly 
from 1858 to 186:3. From the latter date 
until tho Union ho sat for Northe rn Col- 
chester, and for Colchester in tho Com- 
mons from the Union until ho was called 
to the Senate in Juno 180!). He was op- 
posed to Confederation until "bettor tonus" 
wore yielded Nova Scotia. In tho same 
year ho was appointed ono of 
the commissioners for the construc- 
tion of tho Intercolonial railway and 
in 1885*' was named Commissionei 
from Canada at tho Intercolonial Fisher- 
ies Exhibition in London, receiving :i 
diploma of honor for special services ren- 
dered in connection therewith. Ho was 
sworn a member of the Cabinet and ap- 
pointed President of tho Privy Council on 
May 20th, 1881, on which occasion ho ro- 
signed his seal in the Souato and was 
elected for Colchestor. He was appointed 
minister of Marine and Fisheries on July 
10th, 1882; minister of Finance on De- 
cember 10th, 1885, and Postmaster Gen- 
eral on January 27th .if lust year. To 
show his strength in Colchester, it may 
be mentioned that ho defeated Mr. S. D. 
MoLellan, Liberal, at the last general 
elections by 627 votes. After no active, 
useful life, devoted to tho best, interests 
of his country, ho has been called to the 
gubernatorial chair of his native province, 
an honor than which none greater could 
be conferred on him. The man is worthy 
the position.

Sho shared to 
the full the sorrows and tho joys, the as 
pirations and the triumphs of tho land of 
her adoption. She nursed tho German 
wounded herself and taught those who at- 
fonded thorn the value of fresh air and of 
English cleanliness. The greatest hospi 
tal for the wounded who were sent back 
from the front during the Franco-German 
war was built under her direction. And 
when tho survivors came back in triumph 
with laurel wreaths in their helmets and 
sprigs of laurel in the mouths of their 
no heart beat higher than hers with pride 
and joy. For Gorman art and science, 
for German learning and literature and 
music she has shown an equal interest and 
enthusiasm. Leopold Von Ranko was 
her dear friend. All who worked disin- 
terestedly, in whatever sphere of intellec- 
tual activity, were sure of her kindest re- 
cognition and womanly, patronizing sympa- 
thy. She was a noble daughter of the nob- 
lest of Queens, true wife,affectionate moth- 
er, beautiful as woll in the majesty of her 
demeanor us in the purity of hei soul and 
the brightness of her intellect. Sorrow- 
ing to-day as only one situated as sho is 
can sorrow, all light and life will seem for 
her to have gone out of the world forever 
with him who was her best beloved. She 
bravely did her duty to tho last. The world 
has been tho witness of a picture during 
these last few days of manly fortitude and 
unceasing devotion which tho pencil of 
tho greatest Master might love to immor- 
talize. Into her palace home tho loving 
sympathy of the world would fain gain 
entrance to-day and soothe tho soul of 
her who sorrows us one without hope. 
When the clouds lavo rolled away, there 
will come to her a gleam of the bright 
otornal-God-sent token of an endless 
hereafter with him who was her earthly 

joy.

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THE "BLOOMER" COSTUME. 

Mr*. Illoouier Decluroa That She la Not 
the Inventor of It — its History, 

"I have tried often to correct that Im- 
pression," said Mrs. D. C. Bloomer re- 
cently to it reporter. "1 did not invent 
the 'Bloomer' costume, nor was I the llrst 
one to wear It I nrjl quite willing that 
the correction should be made, for I do 
not wish to be remembered only as the 
woman who invented u new style of 
dress. 

"I dlil not even name It. Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Miller, ft daughter of Gerritt .Smitl 
was the llrst lady who wore it. She came 
dressed in one of those costumes from 
Peterboro, N. V., to Seneca Falls, where 
I was living, 'and where Mrs. Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton lived. Where Mrs. Miller 
got the idea I do not know, but she is en- 
titled to what credit there Is for putting 
the dress into circulation, as it were, and 
it should be named for her if for anybody. 
It's hardly fair to Mrs. Miller to take the 
credit troth her. A few days after Mrs. 
Miller's appearance In short skirt and 
trousers, Mrs. Stanton had u similar cos- 
tume made, and she wore it. Then I 
adopted the. style. Mrs. Stanton did not 
wear hers ft great while— possibly not 
more than two years; but 1 wore mine as 
Jong as the public talked about it and me. 
1 did not mime the dress. The press did 
that. I wore the costume for six years— 
for two years in Council Bluffs— and, if I 
had not retired to private life might ho 
wearing i;. yet. It is a very comfortable 
and sensible dress. 

'•Some time, possibly a month, before 
Mrs. Miller Iimde her appearance in 
Seneca Falls in the costume, a writer, 
whose identity I never did discover, advo- 
cated in the columns of one of the papers 
of Seneca Palls a reform in woman's 
dress. 1 wasedltinga paper there nt that 
time and Look up the suggestion in a llip- 
pant way, and treated the subject rather 
playfully and facetiously. The unknown 
writer of the other paper answered me, 
and 1 answered again.

Nevertheless, I would prefer to take a 
new medicine out on the road than handle 
any of the old ones which have been ad 
vertised from the cliffs of the Paci'lc coast 
to the rocky banks of Labrador. Ameri- 
cans are experimentntive, and will buy a 
new nostrum without any recommenda- 
tion, for t lie simple reason that they have 
heard nothing against it. St. Louis leads 
the country in sales of quinine, malarial 
specillc and bilious antidotes, and some of 
the local manufacturers will clear millions 
from two articles that originated here 
within the last two years, but which are 
already beginning to elicit notice. — George 
Haskell.

The 
practice of the tribe is to take life for life, 
and the chief, therefore, believing the 
doctor had murdered the children," shot 
and killed him. An attempt was made to 
secure him, but at last accounts he had 
not been captured.

They make no umbrellas in Italy ac- 
cortllng to the English idea. The trim, 
tightly rolled umbrella of England and 
the United States is unknown, except in 
the bands of a tourist. Even the most ac- 
complished Italian gentleman thinks 
nothing of carrying a coarse, clumsy um- 
brella, which, when furled and tied up, is 
nearly a foot in diameter and has a handle 
nearly equal in size to tho center pole of a 
Sibley lent. The Italians have a huge 
umbrella which is always carried by the 
common people and sometimes by the 
limber classes. This umbrella, when un- 
furled, is full five feet across. It is made 
of some strong, course material, und is al- 
ways in some flaming color.

They 
are also carried by the black frocked 
priests. They resemble very much in shape 
and size an artist's sketch umbrella. 
They are a protection against the cold 
rains of the winter and the blazing suns 
of t he summer. Every I tallau farmer and 
laborer carries one. You will see a farmer 
and his laborer going out under these 
umbrellas to their dally work, and In 
nearly every hedgerow you will see, in 
passing through the country, these um- 
brellas furled and thrown down tem- 
porarily by the laborers while they are at 
work.— T. C. Crawford in Xew York.
